Here To Assist 
In Employment 


Training of employment counsel­ 
ors who w ill be stationed in local 
U S E S offices where an 
employ­ 
ment counseling 
program 
has 
been established w ill be done by 
State employment counseling 
su­ 
pervisors, David W . Levine, M an­ 
ager of the U . S. Employment Ser­ 
vice office at W arren said today. 
The usual training 
period 
ex­ 
pends about eight days, Mr. Levine 
declared, during which time 
ex­ 
perienced employment service in­ 
terviewers who w ill specialise in 
employment counseling 
are 
ac­ 
quainted w ith the program’s 
ob­ 
jectives and scope and how it is 
related to other U S E S placement 
ac tivities*; how to assist the job 
applicant to analyze his own vo­ 
cational assets; how to determine 
the need for aptitude tests and in­ 
formation from other 
agencies; 
how to conduct the counseling in­ 
terview and how to use the spec­ 
ial counseling tools that have been 
provided by national U S E S head­ 
quarters. 
A highly im portant part of the 
training course, M r. Levine point­ 
ed out, is the on-the-job training 
consisting of actual handling of 
applicants having specific 
job 
problems. These supervised inter­ 
views afford the trainee an oppor­ 
tunity 
for 
“ on-the-spot” 
exper­ 
ience. A t the same time, supervis­ 
ors can point out any flaws con­ 
nected w ith the 
interview 
and 
these can be corrected, Mr. Levine 
asserted. 
Although employment 
counsel­ 
ing services are available to any­ 
one requiring assistance in becom­ 
ing vocationally adjusted, the pro­ 
gram is intended particularly for 
returning veterans, young persons 
w ith limited or no 
work 
exper­ 
ience, older persons entering or re­ 
entering the labor market, work­ 
ers who must transfer to new oc­ 
cupational fields, applicants with 
disabilities, and workers with per­ 
sonal problems that make it dif­ 
ficult for them to obtain or keep 
employment, the local U S E S man­ 
ager said.

STIIX THE CHAMPION 


Invariably it has happened in the past, when new 
weapons have made their appearance in naval warfare, 
that there have been some to insist that the death knell 
of the battleship had been sounded. So it was inevitable 
that the atomic bomb would lead to similar predictions. 
And it may be true that this most terrifying weapon 
in history will relegate the old battlewagon to the scrap- 
heap. One might be inclined to accept such predictions 
as truth if so many similar forecasts in the past had 
not been proved so wrholly in error. 
For example, there were those who said that the 
submarine meant the end of the battleship. There were 
those who said that a few small and inexpensive boats 
with torpedoes ended the era of the mighty battle­ 
wagon. 
The evolution of the airplane, the airplane 
carrier and the battle-cruiser brought similar predic­ 
tions. All of these have proved tremendously powerful 
weapons which are indispensable in modem war. 
Hut 
none has succeeded in displacing, or seriously challeng­ 
ing. the battleship as the heavyweight champion of the 
fleet. No weapon of war ever has been designed which 
can give or take as much as the battlewagon. 
Certainly it may be that the atomic bomb can hit 


too hard, even for a battleship. On the other hand, it 
is a fact that man never has been able to design a 
weapon for which men have not been able to create a 
defense. That may or may not happen in connection 
with the atomic bomb. But until it is proved that there 
is no defense for the atomic weapon it will be just as 
well to hang on to the battleship. The old battlewagon 
has survived too many prophecies of doom in the past 
to be cast aside until experience proves she has outlived 
her day. 


GENERAL WAINWRIGHT—THE HERO! 


Uncle Sam’s Lt. General Jonathan M. Wainwright, 
who is now enroute to Japan after hi3 release from a 
Jap prison camp in Manchuria where he has been buried 
alive since his surrender of the American force at 
Corregidor, has become overnight one of the leading 
personalities in the great drama which is unfolding 
in Tokyo Bay. 
All this is quite unwitting on Wainwrights part. On 
the contrary it s the last thing he would have expected. 
Throughout his terrible years of imprisonment he has 
been tortured with the nightmare of his surrender. He 
thought he must be in disgrace with the folk back home. 
Even now' he can hardly understand his elevation 
to fame. You get that from his humble statements— 
but more strikingly from the years of hell that show 
in the eyes of the radioed photo which was taken on his 
release. That picture haunts one, for it tells the story 
of a man who thought he had failed in his great stew­ 
ardship. Read his statement to the pu ss: 
“I have had very little direct contact with my coun- 
•try or official agencies thereof or even with my family 
for over three years, but such contacts here and there 
as I have had have caused me to believe that the ad­ 
ministration, the War Department and the American 
people have accepted my dire disaster with forbearance 
and generosity which perhaps are unique in the experi­ 
ence of a defeated commander.” 
Uncle sam says “well done” to a gallant man who 
will go down in history as having contributed much to 
the Allied cause. 
P. S.—Wainwright was awarded the Distinguished 
Sen ice Cross in Chungking yesterday for extraordinary 
heroism in action in the Philippines in 1942.

This debt and some others worry 
me and I propose that you give 
me an advance on my salary so I 
can pay my debts and taxes.

have lived since December 
with 
my wife in one room and believe 
otherwise I am not a very 
bad 
spender. I have only bought very 
necessary things and have nothing 
left over.
